Artificial Respiration 
R Real Life Saver 
fr«l*

There are many physical con­ 
ditions that can cause breathing 
to come to an abrupt halt, but 
the most common of these is 
drowning. The real trajedy of 
the many deaths from drowning 
each summer 1* that many could 
have 
been 
saved 
U 
someone 
nearby had known how to apply 
artificial respiration. 
The cardinal rules of artificial 
respiration are simple— 
* Start immediately. Don’t wait 
for anything. Send someone 
lor help, but don’t wait for 
the ambulance. It will prob­ 
ably be too late 
♦ Keep it up. There are cases 
on record of breathing start­ 
ing again after a lapse of 
many minutes, when the res­ 
cuer kept steadily at work 
forcing air in and out of 
the lungs. 
Special courses 
in 
lifesaving, 
including 
artificial 
respiration, 
are offered by the American Red 
Cross 
and 
other 
groups 
each 
spring 
The trained rescued is 
better equipped to save a life. 
But an untrained amateur may 
save a life. 
Most first aid experts today 
favor the mouth-to-mouth meth­ 
od of artificial respiration. 
First clear the air passages by 
drawing the tongue forward with 
your fingers. Place the victim 


half way between a face-up and 
side position, t.it the head well 
back to insure a clear passage­ 
way. Take a deep breath, place 
your 
mouth 
over 
the 
victim's 
mouth 
and 
breathe 
into 
his 
lungs until you see his chest rise 
and feel the lungs expand. In 
mouth-to-mouth breathing, pinch 
the victim’s nostrils shut while 
breathing into his lungs. Remove 
you: 
mouth and let the victim 
exhale, 
applying 
slight 
hand 
pressure between the 
ribs and 
navel to expel all air 
Repeat 
the cycle 15 times a minute. You 
may cover the victim’s mouth 
with a single layer of a clean 
handkerchief. 
Remember: S tart immediately. 
Check the mouth for obstruc­ 
tions 
Loosen clothing and keep 
the victim warm, but don’t de­ 
lay 
artificial respiration to do 
this. After the victim revives, be 
ready to resume respiration if 
breathing halts again. Don’t give 
up unless you’re positive the vic- 
ti mis dead. 
If you're called on to help in 
a rescue, keep calm and move 
rapidly to try to get the victim 
breathing again as soon as poss­ 
ible.

Surely majorities have 
some rights which cannot proper­ 
ly be nullified by a handful of 
dissenters. This is not liberty 
under law, it is the dictatorship 
of the few over the many and it 
ought not to be tolerated by free­ 
dom-loving people. 
We know that the nations that 
forget God perish. How much 
farther will we proceed in that 
direction until we get our eyes 
open and change our course? 
There comes a point of no return. 
Patriots everywhere are making 
valiant efforts to arouse our 
country before it is reached.
